John Wallace 
Crawford was nn Irish boy who came 
to this country shortly before the Civil 
war began and enlisted in the Union 
army when he WHS only sixteen years 
old. While lying InliAospltal, a sister 
of mercy taught hliu to rend and write.

At the outbreak of the Sioux wnr In 


1876 Captain Jnck enlisted ns ft scout 
nnd rose to the position of chief of 
scouts for the Fifth cavalry. 
After 


the battle of Slim Buttes, S. D., where 
Chief 
American Horse wns killed. 


Cnptnln Jnck, who wns also corre- 
spondent for the New York Herald, 
gnve the world the first story of this 
light. Crawford rode to Fort Lnramle, 
850 miles away. In three days and a 
half, outriding five relays of couriers, 
but he killed two horses doing It. 


During the Apache wars In Arizona 


Crawford wns ngnln In the saddle ns 
n scout for Gen. K'lwnrd Hntch, 
In 


1881 he took the trail of the notorious 
chief, Victorlo, nnd after a scout of 
16 dnys, located his camp In the Can- 
dclerla mountains In Mexico. Captain 
Jack then made nnother remarkable 
ride to thc nearest post. As a result 
of his news, Victorious camp wns nt- 
tacked by Mexican troops nnd the old 
chief-nnd mnny of his warriors were 
killed. 


When (he Indian wnrs wore over. 


Cnptnln Jnck 
begnn writing down 


the verses which he had recited to his 
comrades around mnny a cnmpflre on 
the Indian rnmpnlgns.
